To the honorable School Board. 


I herewith submit my fourth annual report as principal 
of McGaw Normal Institute. 


The work of the present year has gone along about 
as for the past three years. The examinations as given 
last June, were somewhat harder than in previous years, 
so we had an entering class in September better prepared 
to do the high school work than any other class since I 
have been here. I would advise slowly raising the stand- 
ard of entrance requirements each year. We had an 
entering class of sixteen in September. Four from Bed- 
ford, two from Litchfield and ten from Merrimack. For 
the year, we have had an enrollment of forty-four. Next 
June we graduate a class of ten. Three from Litchfield, 
one from Bedford and six from Merrimack. 

The most of the pupils have been very regular in 
their attendance throughout the year getting the greatest 
benefit possible for the Money expended for them. 

As this is to be my last report, I wish to take oc- 
casion here to thank the parents and towns people as a 
whole for their interest in the school and their confidence 
in the work as it has been carried on for the past four 
years. 

No one realizes better than I that the influence of a 
school depends largely upon the confidence which the 


community at large has in it. 
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The School Board, Trustees and Principal have 
worked in perfect harmony during my entire stay. It is * 
with a feeling of sadness that I am drawing my labors to a 
close-here. I feel as though I were breaking the dearest 
of home ties and going out from the pleasantest of 
associates.
